During his stay in Edmonton last 
week, Mr. Cummings secured the ser- 
vices of Bruce Broadfoot, of this city, 
a youth of 15 years, who will ride the 
four-year-old * “Charmin” in the races 
this year, Bruce Broadfoot is a Hight 
rider, weighing 93 pounds, and has the 
making of an excellent jockey. 

The stringent anti-betting laws 
which have ‘been enacted in many of 
the States of the Union are leading, 
in Mr. Cummings’ opinion, to a deter- 
ioration in the quality of the horses 
of the Repwhlic. The effect, he de- 
clares, is already ‘being felt. More- 
over, millions of dollars which were 
invested in the improvement of the 

various breeds of horses have emi- 
grated from the States of New York, 

California, Tennessee, llinois, Flor- 
ida and Missouri, since these laws 
came into effect. With the money 
hitherto invested in the business of 
breeding Thoroughbreds diverted to 
other purposes, there follows a neces- 
sary deterioration of every 
breed of horses related in any way to 
the Thoroughbred. 

One form of anti-bookmaking legis- 
lation, Mr. Cummings believes, is 
beneficial to racing, and at the same 
time removes the evils against which 
anti-wambling legislation is aimed. 
He approves of the Kentucky law by 
which the State takes over the betting 
Dusiness, taking seven per cent. of 
and devoting this percent- 
age to a iund for the improvement. of 
highways. There is no bookmaking 
in Kentucky, yet horse-racing is not 
in danger of being ruined as it is in 
other States of the Union where bet- 
ting of every kind has been suppress- 
ed.

rail up the Athabasco river. My. 
Meighen made the trip of 125 miles to 
Wabamum, where he took the G. TR, 
under difficulties, carrying the body in 
a sleigh and being compelled to cut 
a trail good part of the way. 

Mr. Meighen left the city in January 
with this party and will be engaged 
during the spring and summer in lo- 
cating the route that is to be follow- 
ed by the Canadian Northern when

Street Square—Market Com-

The United Farmers at the meet- 
ing on Saturday last draw up a reso- 
lution recommending that the Rice 
street market ‘be abandoned, and that 
all produce tbe sold in future on the 
First street market, a market ‘build- 
ing being erected there imemdiately 
in. another clause # is recommended 
what the city Wurnish a wtie-wp place 
on vhe Rice street site, charging a fee 
of five cents for the privilege of its 
use, dt is funther recommended that 
ne deet of 1o-cemts be charged for the 
use of the ‘First street market, this 
fee giving the right to the weighing 
of produce. 

The famrers ask that the clause in 
whe aarket bylaw which prohibits the 
sale of product by any but the pro- 
ducers vhemselves be struck out. It is 
pointed out that in man yinstances a 
group of farmers will escape the nec- 
essity of too-frequent trips to the city 
during the busy season by entrusting 
the sale of the produce of several to 
oneanan. “Lhe farmers then visit the 
market for the sale of produce alter- 
nately. The clause in the new bylaw 
will put an end to this system of dis- 
posing of produce. 

Other changes desired by the farm- 
ers are as follows: 

That the market days be Tuesday 
and Saturday, instead of Tuesday and 
Friday as provided in the bylaw. 

That the clause requiring the weigh- 
ing of produce before its sale be 
struck out, 

Cx VN lsory weighing is considered 
unsetisfactory to the farmers. 

Weighing onthe First street market 
should ibe free to those paying market 
fees.

| Pembina Coal al Company Plans 


Expenditure of $1,000,000 on 
Development of Property 


One thousand men ovill be put to 
work by the Pembina Coal Co, at: their 
properties near Entwistle, west of Ed- 
monton on the G.T.P., according to 
information which the Capital has re- 
ceived, 

The Pembina Coal’Co., was floated 
by the big English syndicate, the 
western Canada Land Co., of which 
Sir Ronald Lane is chairman, and in 
which Arthur Grenfell, of the Cana- 
dian Agencies, and the Duke of Suth- 
erland are interested. They paid 
$1,100,000 for large coal properties at 
Entwistle, on the main line of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, and have set 
aside $1,000,000 for development work, 
The company have already proceeded 
with the erection of 100 shacks for 
miners at the mines, and expect to 
actively mine coal this summer. 

Another Mine Starts Work 

The Black Diamond Collieries, a 
Spokane syndicate which also owns 
large areas at lintwhistle, will com- 
mence shipment of coal this summer. 

The above mines are on the main 
lines of ‘both the G.T.P. and C.N.R. 
The Canadian Northern main line will 
be completed to Entwistle some time 
during the coming summer, and track 
will -be laid that far, this year, 

The G. ‘T, P. townsite which is half 
a mile east of the old Entwistle, is to 
be opened up shortly by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific land department. A de- 
pot, to cost $5000 is to be erected.

TRAGIC FATE OF 
AN EDMONTON MAN 


Sherman Spence, Member of Sur- 
vey Party, Drops Dead on 
the Athabasca Trail 


Found dead on the trail on the Ath- 
abasea river, by a Canadian Northern 
railway survey party, of which he was 
a member, and which was locating a 
line to the Peace River, the body of 
Sherman Spence, a well-known  Jid- 
monton printer, was brought into the 
city last evening by A. L. Meagher, a 
C.N.R. engineer. 

Spence had dropped dead while 
beating this way up the ‘trail on the 
Athabasea, some distance ‘behind ithe 
main party. He ‘had preferred to 
walk while the other members of the 
party rode. 

When he did not turn up ain camp at 
dark, search parties were sent out, bu: 
it was not until morning that they 
found the body. Spence had evident- 
ly died suddenly, as he was wanmly 
dressed, and the ‘body was found in 
such a position as to lead to the belief 
that he had dropped while walking. 

Spence was 37 years old. 
joining the survey party he had work- 
ed in the mechanical departments of 
the Capital, Journal and. Bulletin. His 
parents reside in Winnipeg. 

Inspector Worsley of the Mounted 
Police, was notified last night, and he 
and Dr. Forin, coroner, made an ex- 
amination of the remains. An inquest 
will -be held at the parlors of Andrews 
and Sons, Namayo avenue, this after- 
noon, The president and seeretary of 
the local Typographical union have 
taken charge of the ‘bady, pending 
word from Winnipeg.

If there is one thing more than another which will guarantee a suc- 


cessful and prosperous season in Edmonton during the summer of 
1911 it is a promise of industrial peace in 
the building trades. 

At the present time agreements have 


INDUSTRIAL PEACE 
NECESSARY TO A 


PROSPEROUS YEAR been signed between the contractors’ as- 


sociation and all the various building or- 
ganizations except the plasterers and plumbers. The plasterers 
closed last season with a strike on their hands, but it is believed that 
both this body and the plumbers will reach an amicable arrangement 
with the employers before the season opens, thereby starting the 
season with everybody in line. 

While this is a,very pleasant prospect, it is not sufficient guar- 
antee of peace. Many diversified interests are identified with the 
building trade, and agreements which may seem to cover everything 
at the commencement are frequently found to be insufficient in prac- 
tise. Not infrequently very small differences lead to frictions which 
grow and spread from trade to trade until, where there should be no 
trouble at all, the whole industry is tied up. 

The way to eliminate this danger as far as possible is for both 
the master builders and the organizations to coincide now in the ap- 
pointment of an arbitration board which would be composed of repre- 
sentatives of the employers and employees with a chairman to hold 
the balance of power, preferably the mayor of the city or the presi- 
dent of the board of trade, this board to be ready at any time to take 
up any dispute which may arise and facilitate a conciliation. 

The system has been followed in other cities with good results 
and it should be satisfactory in Edmonton. 

A building strike in Edmonton during the season which is com- 
ing on would be disastrous, both to the business interests and to the 
employees of the building trades, and any move which has a tendency 
to eliminate the possibility of trouble is an effort in the right dirce- 
tion.

An Adjunct of Council. 

Alderman Tipton’s was the speech 
of the evening, he speaking at length 
and with great sincerity in favor of 
the grant. He was sorry to hear of 
the stand taken by the Ratepayer’s 
association, and felt that if those men 
had gone fully into the question they 
would realize their mistake. The 
grant should not:be turned down, “A 
board of trade,” he declared, “is mere- 
ly an adjunct to the city council, both 
work to extend the common weal of 
the municipality. But they must have 
money to work with. It is not the 
purpose of the board to raise money, 
they are supposed merely to spend 
it, wisely and well.” He felt that this 
has been done for the past three years. 
The judge grew very eloquent on the 
subject and in strong terms urged 
upon the council the necessity of tak- 
ing advantage of the present unsur- 
sed opportunities to advertise the 
city to the best of moral-and financia! 
ability. Ife moved that the grant be 
made as requested, Alderman Rich- 
ards seconded. 

Mayor's Vote Deciding. 

Upon returning to regular order 
Alderman Rankin said he thought the 
question of a grant should be referred 
to the finance commitice and he sec- 
onded Ald) Vogel’s amendment :that 
the matter be thus referred, the com- 
mittee to bring in a report by Febru- 
ary 28th. The vote on the amendment 
stod for, Ald. Rankin, Vogel and 
Loughlin, against, Aldermen ‘Tipton, 
Richards, Calder. Alderman Radford 
voted hesitatingly against the amend- 
ment but His Worship failed to see it. 
The motion stood the same ona vote, 
Alderman Radford this time declining 
to register.
